Washington—CD—Southern 
sena- 


tors predicted today overwhelming 
defeat for a proposal to force a 
quick vote on the anti-lynching bill 
by drastic limitation of debate. 


Under a petition signed by 17 


members, the senate will ballot at | 
1 p. m.. tomorrow on imposing the 
seldom-used 
cloture rule, which 


permits each senator to make only 
one soecch—of an hour's duration— 
on a bill and all its amendments. 


A two-thirds vote is required to 


invoke the rule. There were indica- 
tions that Republicans would join 
with southerners to prevent its ap- 
plication. 


"Cloture won't get 30 votes." pre- 


dicted Senator Connally (D-Texas). 
chief strategist in the filibuster. "If 
the rule fails, then the time will 
have arrived to lay this bill aside 
and go on to other more pressing 
matters." 


Several senators said that if clo- 


ture failed it would be useless to 
continue efforts to pass the bill. 
Three supporters of the measure— 
Senators Wheeler (D-Mont.) Burke 
(D-Neb.) and Herring (D-lowa)— 
said they were willing to put it 
aside in order to consider other 
pending legislation. 


17 Sign Petition 


The 17 signers of the cloture,peti- 


tion—one more than is necessary 
under senate rules—circulated the 
document during last night's ses- 
sion after Harrison and other south- 
erners had protested against too- 
stringent enforcement of ordinary 
debate rules

Income Tax 


WHEN TO REPORT 


Of the millions of income-tax re- 


turns that are filed annually, the 
vast majority are from salaried 
persons and wage earners whose 
income is derived from personal 
services. 


In general, compensation for per- 


sonal services should be reported 
for taxation purposes in the year 
it is received or unqualifiedly made 
subject to demand. 
Compensation 


credited to Uie account of or set 
apart for a taxpayer, without any 
substantial limitation or restriction, 
and which may be drawn vpon by 
him at any time, is subject to tax 
for the year during which so credit- 
ed or set apart, although not then 
actually reduced to possession. If 
the services were rendered during

Assuming 
that 
the 
Supreme 


Court upholds the findings of the 
lower Federal court in Chattanoo- 
ga, the T. V. A. will cease to be 
discussed as a constitutional and 
legal question and can be discussed 
as a political and social question. 
This is most desirable. For it would 
falsify the whole matter 
if the 


great project in the Tennessee val- 
ley were brought to a halt simply 
because the constitution as now in- 
terpreted does not provide the nec- 
essary legal powers. 


For if those powers do not exist, 


Jhey ought to exist and if necessary 
the constitution would have to be 
amended. Nothing is more obvious, 
it seems to me, than that the natur- 
al resources of a-country are the 
property of all the people, the liv- 
ing and the unborn, and that 
through their government, be it the 
central government or the local 
governments or both, they have an 
indisputable right and an absolute 
obligation to conserve and to de- 
velop those resources in the nation- 
al interest. 
Whether the 
people 


choose to develop them through 
private enterprise, or through reg- 
ulated 
private 
enterprise, 
or 


through public enterprise is a ques- 
tion of expediency—a question of 
which method works the best. 


Moreover, there can be no doubt, 


it seems to me, about the soundness 
of the ideal of the T. V. A.—to see 
to the development of all the re- 
sources of a natural geographical 
region as a consistent whole. It is 
only on the foundation of such a 
policy of conservation and develop- 
ment.^ natural resources that a 
flourishing system of free private 
enterprise in industry can hope for 
long to endure. In-general concep- 
tion the T. V. A. is one of the really 
impressive 
contributions of 
the 


New Deal to American life, and to 
have it frustrated by judicial de- 
cision would be a serious matter. 
Language of Court 
May Lead to Confusion 


But in the administration of the 


T. V. A. grave difficulties have aris- 
en, and if the experiment is to have 
the success it deserves they will 
have to be resolved. The Chatta- 
nooga court touched on the crucial 
difficulty, and. if I may say so. 
employed language so loosely that 
it will compound the 
confusion 


rather than clarify it. Speaking of 
the complaint of the power com- 
panies that they are being injured 
by subsidized and therefore by un- 
fair competition from the govern- 
ment, the court declared that, "In 
every case where a customer of the 
complainants has been lost to the 
Authority, the cause has not been 
unlawful competition but the law- 
ful allurement of substantially low- 
er prices." 


This begs the real question. The 


court is saying that since the gov- 
ernment has the legal right to sub- 
sidize electrical power production, 
it is competing "lawfully" with the 
unsubsidized private companies. No 
doubt it is lawful for the govern- 
ment to do what it may lawfully 
do. But that does not make subsi- 


over a continent. In that one val- 
ley the 
government can, if it 


chooses, raise by taxation all the 
capital needed to develop electric- 
al power. But what about all the 
other valleys and regions over the 
length and breadth of the United 
States? For a generation at least 
they must depend'for their electric- 
ity on private enterprise; it is in- 
conceivable that the government 
could in a shorter time than thatj 
nationalize the whole power indus- 
try. Now these other regions de- 
pend for their industrial 
develop- 


ment and their comfort on the in- 
vestment of large amounts of priv- 
ate capital. This capital will be in- 
vested only if there is the 
pros- 


pect of good profits. And this capi- 
tal will not be provided if invest- 
ors do not know from month to 
month, or from one congress to the 
next, whether they are to be the 
next victims of subsidized compe- 
tition 
Threat Is Destructive to 
Private Enterprise 


This is the crucial trouble with 


T. V. A. as now administered. It 
promises to provide a glorious elec- 
trical future in the Tennessee Val- 
ley and to arrest the development 
of electrical power almost every- 
where else. If only Mr. Willkie's 
southern properties were going to 
be strangled by subsidized competi- 
tion, that would be one thing. But 
the spectacle of what is happen- 
ing to him today, the threat that it 
may happen in almost any other 
valley at almost any time, is de- 
structive of private enterprise and 
of capital investment.

REED AND BLACK APPOINTMENTS 


The country seems to be silling back in 


satisfaction at the appointment of Stanley 
Reed to succeed Justice Sutherland on the 
supreme court. 


This is because the President did not 


follow the former inclination to do the 
bold and surprising thing. 


In the appointment of Mr. Reed the 


President has selected a highly logical 
candidate, a scholarly lawyer of ripe ex- 
perience, a man who has made his mark 
upon the public service through merit and 
honesty as distinguished from underhand- 
ed methods of hypocrisy. 


The principal danger to America today 


from its chief executive is that he will feel 
again the urge to spring a surprise on 
the country, however wretchedly all his 
surprises have turned out. 


A surprise to Mr. Roosevelt is in the 


appointment of a man or the selection of a 
policy of which no one knows but himself 
or some close confidant. Such was the 
Black 
appointment. 
Such 
was 
the 


proposed packing of the supreme court. 
Such was the Job Destruction Tax, mis- 
named the Corporate Surplus Tax. 
Such 


was the bellicose Chicago speech followed 
"by the Brussels meeting which fizzled 


' and through which Mr. Roosevelt was go- 
ing to end the Asiatic war in a trice. 


With four bold surprises to date, and 


four goose eggs, it is still early to say 
that the President lias reformed. When 
a man gets an urge to do something start- 
ling, something that will focus the atten- 
tion of the world upon him, he is afflicted 
in a way that is not easily cured. 


HANK HOLDING COMPANIES 


Senator Glass, arch and outspoken foe 


of many New Deal policies, is about to 
introduce in the senate a measure to ter- 
minate bank holding companies. 


Here is another field in which the 


holding company failed of the primary 
purpose which must exist in order to jus- 
tify it—service and advantage to 
the 


public. 


Looking back over 
the last twelve 


years during which bank holding com- 
panies flourished it is difficult to find 
a single advantage in the practice to sup- 
port them. 
But disadvantages are evi- 


dent everywhere. 


Branch banking, often confused with 


bank holding companies, has more in its 
favor than the latter, but Wisconsin has 
never permitted it until recently, and 
then only where pjblic advantages are 
bound to accrue or the peculiar circum- 
stances in some locality justify it. Super- 
ior, Wisconsin, built on a narrow strip 
of land, running for miles along the lake, 
and cities as large as Milwaukee where 
the downtown district is remote from 
other business districts, call for special 
treatment and justify limited branches. 


But bank holding companies 
where 


new corporations were formed to buy con- 
trol of banks scattered all over a" state 
and sometimes tevcral states have very 
little, if anything, to commend them. They 
did not bring security since some of them 
crashed badly, notably those in Michigan 
and Kentucky. They did not bring ser- 
vice ah hough it is likely that given a 
long opportunity the good ones would 
have improved service with a well trained 
personnel. 


But ho\ve\<_r much they may deny it 


actually look from each community some- 
thing of :ts .,0ul. They took away the 
manaec.-r.cnt i f its, affairs. 
They sub- 


stituted .-ib.vfr.tcc ..pinion and the constant 
worship of dividends for the more sympa- 
thetic approach and the more likely con- 
sideration of community welfare In the 
consideration of its financial problems.

great winnowing process have demonstra- 
ted ho-.v coric^; \vas the opinion of local 
bankers in rcf jnng to sell out to holding 
companies and how true was their con- 
clusion that when a community abandons 
its own pilot house nnd forsakes the direc- 
tion of its own course it has lost the 
spark that makes its life worth while. 


ROLLING THE SILK STOCKINGS 
While Senator Norris and others con- 


tinue to advocate a boycott of silk to whip 
Japan the American Federation of Hosiery 
Workers has revealed itself as the princi- 
pal sufferer of any such boycott and 
charges that the campaign against silk is 
"engineered by a combination of wealthy 
women, intellectuals, and Left Wingers 
having no stake in the industry and no 
jobs of their own to lose.*' 


The League of 
Nations Association, 


certainly anything but friendly to Japan, 
has issued a remarkably clear and concise 
pamphlet entitled "War Losses to a Neu- 
tral." Perhaps never before was the hum- 
bug of a boycott explained more care- 
fully and more plainly. 


For a boycott of silk means today to 


America nothing but the disruption of 
ourselves without any consequent and no- 
ticeable effect upon the Asiastic war. 


Says this pamphlet: 


"The vulnerability of Japan from 


tne point of view of internal condi- 
tions is a great questionmark. . . . 
But experience warns us that it is easy 
to underestimate the ability of mili- 
tary dictatorships that dominate the 
minds of those whom they exploit, 
and the first effect of outside pressure 
would probably be to unify Japan, 
while internal pressures would rise 
only with time." 
Germany may be cited to sustain the 


text. The idea of the boycotters of Japan 
that the nation will crumple if we don't 
use silk might be compared to the idea 
of the leaders of the 
Jewish 
boycott 


against Germany with the records show- 
ing Germany today doing a greater inter- 
national business, under the whip of this 
very boycott, than she has been doing 
for quite some time. 


The pamphlet continues: 


"Single-handed 
sanctions 
by 
the 


United States would be only a little 
less costly in immediate economic ef- 
fects than the single-handed neutrality 
embargo on war materials. United 
States exports ^o Japan 
would be 


stopped, only to be replaced in large 
part by exports of competing produc- 
ers in other countries. 
We have no 


monopoly on cotton, oil, copper and 
other important war materials. 
The 


result of a single-handed withholding 
of supplies would be a diversion of 
trade away from the United States 
without 
effectively 
handicapping 


Japan. 


"The ultimate costs of such a policy, 


including intangibles, would probably 
be very great. It would provoke the 
maximum of resentment against the 
United States in Japan, and at the 
same time would not decisively limit 
the power of Japan to carry out its 
program of conquest. 
Policies which 


irritate without restraining are often 
the most futile and dangerous of all." 
Acceptance of claimed consequences of 


any policy is one of our great weaknesses 
as a people. We say that Japan is weak 
financially. Therefore we think we will 
topple her over by withdrawing orders 
for silk. But if Japan is weak financially 
it is because she owes America and others 
a lot of money. The more she is crippled 
financially the less chance that she will 
repay her debts. 
Certainly she will not 


risk the success of the war for a few hun- 
dred million dollars owed this country. 


Unless we buy her silk we are not 


going to sell her our cotton and other 
products. But she will get cotton and the 
other products just the same. 


Boycotts remain as ever a great fail- 


ure.

Ev^n on a winter's day you may be 
stripped down to your shirt at one 
moment, while a few moments lat- 
er you'll be pulling on two or three 
layers of wool. This if a much better 
arrangement than being muffled up 
continuously in a sinele very heavy 
and warm garment, such as a great 
heavy sweater or a heavy, wool- 
lined, leather coat.
